THE ELECTIONS. 

The elections now at hand are of 
vital importance to the people of the 
Northwest. On their result depends 
the continuation of the present policy, 
or achange in that policy. If the re- 
sults of the present policy are satisfactory 
in trade and in railway matters then no 
change is needed, but if they are un- 
satisfactory the way to bring about a 
change is by an intelligent exercise of 
the franchise at the coming elections. 
The Northwest-has only four members 
out of a house of 215, it has *herefore 
been argued in the past that as thie 
votes of fourmembers cou!d not have 
any appreciable effect in forcing any 
certain direction of policy on the part 
of the government of the day, it was 
better in practice, that the Northwest 
representatives should simply support 
the yovernment whether right or wrong, 
in the hope that rights would be con- 
ceded not as rights, but as favors in 
return. On such a principle popalar 
representation becomes a farce. And 
experience has proven that it works no 
better in practice than it reads in 
theory. Although the Northwest has 
only four representatives in parliament 
it is universally recognized that these 
four men represent half the agricultur- 
al area of the Dominion; that they re- 
present tha region which is the hope of 
the Dominion and the only assurance 
of its future greatness. The rest of 
parliament looks to the representatives 
of the Northwest to declare what is and 
what is not for the benefit of the North- 
west. Their influence is not limited 
by the number of their votes, but is ex- 
panded according to the interest which 
the whole Dominion has and feels ia 
the Northwest. It is then for the 
pople of the Territories to take the 
opportunity soon to be afforded them 
to elect representatives whose first duly 
it will be to represent them and their 
interests, not as formerly elect men 
t» support the government of the day, 
without regard to whether that gov- 
ernment is acting in the interests of the 
Territories or not. The policy of sub- 
sorviency has been faithfully followed 
in the past. It has not paid. It is 
high time that the true pvincipies of re- 
presentative government should be act- 
elon. The electors of the Territories 
should take a pointer from the dying 
Scot. Calling his son to his bedside he 
said “‘ Remember my son that honesty is 
the best policy—I know, for I tave tried 
both ways.” The people of tle North- 
west have only tried the one way yet. 
They had better try the othe: way this 
time ; if only for a change.

SASKATCHEWAN GOLD. 


The following reply of Isaac -Covwie, 
secretary of the board of trade, to a letter 
of enquiry regarding gold on the Saskatche- 
wan conveysa large arourt of informa- 
tion on that subject that will be of general 
interest : 

I. H. Sussmann, Esq., M. E., 
Canadian Pacific Railway Co. 
Montreal. 

Dgar Sir: Your letter of the 25th ult., 
‘to Mr. Superintendent Whyte with a copy 
of that of Mr. Treegarden referred to there- 
in has been handed to me for reply. 

While I regret to be unable to furnish you 
with any scientific and technical informa- 
tion, the facta and opinions given by the 
undermentioned gentlemen may prove of 
service to Mr. Treegarden and any othefs 
who feel interested in Saskatchewan gold. 
My informants are all old residents and 
some of our -most respected and reliable 
citizens. 

Bar diggings: M. McCauley, the acting 
mayor of Edmonton, states: ‘‘Have made 
special enquiries with the following results. 
The mining season usually laste from ist 
May to lst November, but during that time 
even with pick, shcvel, and grizziey, can 
only work on the bars during low water, 
perhaps two or three months, as a flush 
from the mountains stops work. In 1895, 
within 30 miles above and the same distance 
below Edmonton, 300 of these men took 
out of the Saskatchewan, $50,000, flour gold, 
which was sold to the Edmonton banks. The 
gmmount mined during former years, is not 
very accurstely known. Miners began to 
operate here abont 1860 and have continued 
ever since. In early days men frequently 
made as high as $20 a day, on bars never 
before touched, but the average now, and 
for many years back, ie about $2.00 on bars 
whieh have been worked out year after

Bench diggings: A few men have drifted 


into the banks, and have takes eut gravel 
at Clover Bar, Point le Pee, and some other 
piaces during the winter. This pve 
washed in the spring, and yields $10 
to $lz per day during the wash up. This 
would, paper de. re Coo for time 
en in drifting in during winter, repre- 
agen more than $2 00 per day. 


Distribution of gold bearing gravel: Mr. 
McCauley further states that the late 
Samuel Wilkinson, an experienced miner, 
while digging a well for him in the town of 
¥dmonton, on the top of the hill, found at a 
depth of 80 feet, gravel which would on a 
bar, have yielded one man $5.00 se day. 
He also knew a man ramed, Hibbert, also 
in digging * well on the flat opposite Mr. 
Groat’s farm, to find good Poy irt at a 
depth of 24 feet. He hac a frequently 
heard of colors being found by farmers in 
digging wells away back on the yrairie. 


Mr. Frank Oliver, member of the legisla- 
lative assembly, and editor of the BULLETIN 
atates that in his opinion it is not positive- 
ly proved that gold in any paying quantity 
exists beyond the ancient river of the 
Saskatchewan. He has no doubt that it 
exists on the successive berches left, as the 
river in the course of ages deepened an 
narrowed its channel. Sluicing has been 
practiced on Simpson’s and Stony Paul’s 
flats. Thickness ui the pay dirt on the 
river bars is from four feet down to mere 
skimming. 

Mr. Donald McLeod, presently keeping 
store for Mr. Gibbons, an old Californian 
and Cariboo miner, who is in constant 
touch with the mining community of this 
district states: John Brown ef Victoria, 
Alberta, averaged $100 a month for four 
months during the summer of 1894 on 
Poverty Bar near Victoria on the the North 
Saskatchewan river. Mike Rowe is now 
bench digging abovt 30 miles above Ed- 
monton. He makes a living. With 
proper hydraulic appliances this streak 
would yield good results. Very good dig- 
gings,said to be of coarse gold,are now being 
worked by four frenchmen on the Brazeau 
river. They come out for cupplies about 
Innisfail. On the McLeod river, bench 
diggings yielded three halfbreeds $60 in 
three days last summer. They are going 
there again. Three Montana prospectors 
with grub stake of $25 each per month are 
new operating on the Mcl.eod river. Mr. 
McLeod strongly asserts that all experienc- 
ed miners are satisfied with the prospects 
and only require capital to develep them. 


Mr. William Oliver, mechanical engineer, 
and one of the prospectors who discovered 
the Tete Jaune mica mines, states: The 
fuct is established that gold is here, but the 
crude mechanical processes hitherto in use 
will not save the fine fioat gold, especial- 
ly when it is mixed with arsenic, rust, a 
waxy substance common here, and other 
impurities. Would recommend trial of 
cyanide or otherchemical process to eliminate 
these foreign matters. A complete analysis 
to determine what these impurities are is 
the first step to be taken. Am _ inclined 
to think theancient bed theory is correct, 
but of course this can only be a matter of 
conjecture until drill tests be made. If 
gravel exists, then hydraulic machines 
might be used to advantage. Recommend 
drill tests to be made by a company bonus- 
sed for the purpose. 


Re dredge: The endless chain with 
bucket or elevatcr type of dredge caanot be 
used with advantage on account of boulders 
frequently met with. A single scoop dredge 
—being a scoop on the end of a spar—lift- 
ing say one yard of dirt, would be prefer- 
able. This scoop can be guided by hand so 
as to avoid boulders and ‘consequently 
breakage. This could with advantage be 
placed on a fist bottomed stern wheel 
steamboat small enough tol work in any 
part of the river. The steam power could 
be utilized both for propelling the boat and 
working the dredge. There is any amount 
of coal and wood for fuel. 


Theory of origin or matrix cf the widely 
diffused gold found in Northern Alberta: 
The fact that four gold bearing streams, the 
Brazeau, a branch of the Saskatchewan, the 
Pembina, the McLeod and the Athabasca, 
head in close proximity to each other on the 
eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains im- 
mediately south’ of the Jasper Pass, points 
to a commén soiifce from which the gold is 
derived. Therefore a thorough prospect of 
the region limited by the sources of tie 
above named rivers would probably be pro- 
ductive ef so reliable results as to justify 
the government of Canada in undertaking 
the exploration. The theory which assumed 
non-existence of quartz onthe eastern slopes 
of the Rocky Mountains has been entirely 
disproved by the discovery of a large area 
of quartz in the Jasper Pass. The above 
menticned facts, namely these auriferous 
streams diverging from a common source 
and the existence of quartz IN sITv on ihe 
eastern slopes, point conclusively to the 
necessity in the public interest of a prospect 
being made in the locality so clearly 
defined. 


The above testimony could be supple- 
mented by many other equally reliable and 
well informed persons, but I presume this 
to be unnecessary for your present purpose. 
Moreover Mr, Treegarden or any others 
who really mean business should certainly 
come here and investigate for themselves. 
However in cese further written evidence is 
wanted I give the sames of Mr. John Kelly, 
town councillor and part owner of the 
steam gold dredge, ‘Notre Dame de 
Misstassinee ;” of Mr. James Gibbons and 
Mr. Donald Ross, both old-timers and 
and miners in this district and in California, 
aliof whom would nc doubt be happy to 
give any further practical information re- 
quired. 


Anything I ean do personally or as 
secretary of the Edmonton board of trade 
to assist in starting an enterprise of so 
great benefit to this district as that which 
Mr. Treegarden has in view will be gladly 
rendered.

Fifteen thousand bashels of seed grain 
have been supplied by the government to the 
farmers of Prince Albert who lost their crops 
through drought last year.

Among 
the animals was a four year old barren 
thoroughbred cow, so fat she “can ‘scarcely 
get up to eat. 


Battleford Herald: Ware Oliver, who 
is stopping at A. Champagne’s ranche, Red 
Berry lake, was taken sick last week, and 
on Friday, Hugh McDermot was_ despatch- 
ed to town for the doctor. Upto Wednes- 
day he had not turned up, nor did people, 
who recently passed over the trail see any- 
thing of him. Dr. Pare went down on 
Wednesday to see Mr. Oliver. On Thurs- 
day a search party of mounted police went 
out to look for McDermot. 


Winnipeg Tribune’s Ottawa despatch of 
April 13th; Daly introduced a bill to amend 
an act respecting the representation of the 
Northwest Territories.

Prorogation may 
be expected early next week, on Monday or 
Tuesday, as it is ths desire of the govern- 
ment to stop the present farce as soon as 
possible. Events of the next few days will 
have much to doin determining the course 
the cabinet will adopt.

ESTIMATES. 


The supplementary estimates for the cur- 
rent fiscal year got into circulation on April 
9th, although not yet presented to Parlia- 
ment. The total amount to be voted is two 
millions and a half, of which one million 
is chargeable to the consolidated fund, and 
the remainder to capital. Included in the 
latter is one million dollars for arms and 
ammunition te the militia, the first instal- 
ment of three millions, which Parliament is 
to be asked to vote. Some $60,000 is to be 
voted to introduce Canadian meats and other 
perishable food products into the markets 
of the United Kingdom, in such a way that 
the eonsumers may obtain them regularly in 
the best condition, under the name of 
*‘Canadian”; $15,000 will be the cost of the 
Manitoba census, and $12,000 in to settle 
upaid accounts of the Territorial Exhibition. 
There is $20,000 to provide for the annnal 
drill and $45.000 for the pay of active 
militia at the schools of instruction, includ- 
ing a school at Halifax and one at Vancou- 
ver, B. C. Among the capital charges is 
$265,000 for equipment of the “Soo” Canal, 
Halifax gets $30,000 for a new immigration 
building. The subsidy for the winter 
services between St. John and Liverpool, 
$25,000, also appears. The Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway gets $99,000 in the shape of 
increased payment at the rate of $130 per 
mile per annum for the conveyance of mails 
between St. John and Vancouver, in place 
of the rate now paid. Hamilton gets its 
new bridge over Burlington channel, cost 
$15,000 ; $35,000 more is required for moun- 
ted police ; $31,000 is needed for seed grain 
for Northwest settlers: $2,500 is wanted to 
pay Engineer Shanly of Ottawa for services 
investigating the probable effect of Chicago 
drainage caval upon the lakes and harbor 


levels.

A deputation recently interviewed Supt. 
Whyte, of the Canadian Pacific Railway at 
Moosomin, when the latter gentleman was 
on a trip west. One of the deputation ad- 
dressed Mr. Whyte with reference to the 
Moosomin wheat market, stating that the 
town was sandwiched in between two small 
places where flat warehouses were used by 
small buyers who could buy the lower grades 
of wheat, which the Moosomin elevator buy- 
ers did not buy. There was also a large 
difference in favor of the smaller places in 
the price paid. He asked for the privilege 
for the town of erecting a flat warehouse. 
** What you ask eannct be granted,” said 
Mr. Whyte, ‘‘ss it is against the ruluze of 
our company, but if you can give us proof 
of lower prices paid here than at any poitit 
of the same freight rate we will notify the 
buyers liere that if the matter is not remedi- 
ed we wil! throw the market open.” Mr. 
Whyte stated that the company had been 
forced to apply this remedy at another 


point.
